Sc s with an impressive army of qualified applicants for per 
ti» autopsy materials before him, whom would Mr, Marshall pick as tns f; 
expert to be allowed access to the sequestered autopsy materials but on 
Dr, John K, Lattimer, a virologist at Uoluabia University.^ Urology, the 
ur-jje, is a respectable and beneficial branch of medicine, but it has n.

in the following paragraph we are told that the doctor "in an interview last night" 
narrated his findings. 



The picture is clear, then;; that interview with the NYT was prearranged and sche- 
duled to take place just as scon as our eminent urologist had managed to dash over to 
the Archives to take a quick look at a complex collection of materials it would take 
any real expert days, if not weeks, to study before its could reach any valid conclusion. 
The New York Times, of course, has previously been in the forefront of the oawsfakers 
in any matter relating to the assassination of President Kennedy and .It flan now again 
lived up to its -established standards. The Timas may be great in its stance on the Viet- 
nam war, but its record in exploring the trutn about the political assassinations of 
our time in tne United States has been consistently and abysmally low,

got around this little difficulty by simply emitting the FBI picturc-n -■ whose nsihettii 
authenticity has never been in doubt - from its report sad the ".dcarings, " By doing so, 
the Commission thought it could keep this striking and highly embanuusiag evidence faxo 
ever becoming public knowledges But she researchers, digging in tne Nr.tions.l Archives, 
found and puclished these pictures which demolish the barren lteport - and confound 
Dr. Lattimer, The latter’ s bud faith in ignoring the tail tale evidence of these FBI 
photos is underscored by tim fr.ct that, by- his own accounts he bad been allowed to see

(KYT, No v 0 27 , 1963)0 That was* of course* before they were all put under extrema pressure

On the other hand* there is solid evidence that the other bullet that struck 
the President in the back did not exit either* Secret Service Agent ficy Kellraxaan who 
was present at the autopsy, told the e'C; "There were three gentlemen who performed this 
autopsy, a Colonel Jinck - during the examination of the President, from the hols that 
was in his shoulder, and with a probe, and we were standing right alongside of him* he 
is probing inside the shoulder with his instrument and I said ’Colonel, where did it 
go?" he said, ' There are no lanes tor an outlet of this entry in th is ma n’s should er,. « " 
(Hearings* V"ol 0 II, p, 93 ) - The syntax of this statement may not bo impeccable, but 
tne facts are clear* The rfC simply cnose to overlook the unequivocal implications of 
that statement made by Dr, Pinck before he, toe, knuckled under to pressure and changed 
his views to conform with the official version,. Dr, Lat timer, for his part, never 
bothered to look at the record or at the other side of the coin. 



Further and detailed corroboration of the fact that tne bullet which had struck 
Kennedy in the back did not transit at all can be found on pp, 43-51 of Josiah Thompson’s 
"Six Seconds in Dalian* " hr* Thompson quotes iron Commission Document 7 vmicn he had 
j.ound at the archives as follows: "Curing tne latter stages of this autopsy , -Or, Humes 
located an opening which appeared xo be a bullet hole which was below the shou lders 
(emphasis added - J.J.) and two inches to the right of the middle line of tne spinal 
column. This opening was probed by Dr, Humes with the finger* at which time it was de- 
termined that the trajectory of the missile entering at this point had entered at a 
downward position of 45 to 60 degrees* further probing determined that tne distance tra- 
veled by this missile was a short distance inasmuch as the and of tne openin g could be 
felt wi th the fin ger," (emphasis added-J.J*) 



Thompson goes on to write: "I askeu Oomm*.nder Humes’s assistant, Commander 
J„ Thornton Boswell, about; Humes’s inserting ills finger- in the back wound and feeling 
its end* Boswell told me that this wan correct and that, in fact, ail throe lectors nad 
probed tnis wound with their lingers up to t hr first or second knuckle — a penetration 
of 1 to 2 inches, Boswell also indicated that the back wound had been examined with 
metal probe - a thin piece of s tiff wire soas S inches long with a kno4 on ths end* * * "
